Th e city water department was 
alerted Th ursday afternoon in a 
telegram from th e State Health 
Department at Columbus th at a 
atrong “slug” of ph enol dumped 
into th e Mah oning R i ve r 
at 
Youngstown by accident Wednes­ 
day will sh ow .up soon in th e Oh io 
River, th e main water source for 
most riverfront towns all th e way 
to Cairo. 
With th e advance warning, th e 
filtration plant in Klondyke will 
be able to treat th e city’s water 
supply with additional amounts of 
activated carbon — to remove th e 
strong medicinal taste and odor it 
produces — and with sodium ch lor­ 
ite, wh ich literally “burns” th e 
ph enol out of th e water by an ox­ 
idization process. 
Th e steps th e water department 
will take to kill th e ph enol taste 
were described today by Ch emist 
Donald T. Duke, wh o received a 
warning telegram yesterday from 
Fred H. Waring, ch ief sanitary en­ 
gineer of th e Oh io Health Depart­ 
ment. WTien th e strong ph enol 
taste appears in th e river h ere, 
East Liverpool will be expected 
to notify th e State Health Depart­ 
ment so th e word can be relayed 
to oth er communities downstream. 
Beaver County communities will 
be affected as th e ph enol moves 
toward East Liverpool. Th e Ma­ 
h oning River empties into th e Bea­ 
ver River, wh ich flows into th e 
Oh io at Roch ester - Bridgewater. 
Waring’« telegram advised Duke 
th at a pipe line break at a Youngs­ 
town steel mill allowed th e ph enol 
to enter th e Mah oning River. He 
said th e concentration is 600 parts 
per billion, wh ich Duke called a 
“strong slug.” An amount as small 
as 50 parts per billion is strong 
enough to cause a strong taste in 
water, h e added. 
“ Advise if and wh en you detect 
in your water supply,” Waring’s 
telegram added. 
Th e ph enol slug’s movement will 
be comparatively slow because th e 
river is in pool stage and ill for­ 
ward movement is not rapid, Duke 
pointed out.

A tired but h appy Conrad said 
it with a grin Th ursday after th e 
56 h our 38 minute, 7,638-mile h op 
from Casablanca, Morocco. 
But it was no joke, h e admitted, 
wh en h e took a swig of th e tea 
and became 
nauseated over 
expanse 
of 
ocean 
near 
lonely 
Cuba. 
“ I didn’t take any food — only 
a th ermos of coffee and tea,’* said 
Conrad, wh o maxes h is living de­ 
livering 
airplanes 
around 
th e 
world. “Th e Arabs put mint in th e 
tea and it became rancid. Boy, I 
was sick.” 
But Conrad, 56, recovered and 
piloted 
th e 
single 
engine 
ligh t 
plane into Los Angeles, via Cor­ 
pus Ch risti and El Paso, Tex., and 
Ph oenix, Ariz. 
“I h ad 18 gallons of gas left 
and I could h ave made it to San 
Francisco,” h e said. “But I h eard 
everyone was waiting for me in 
L.A., so I came on in,” 
Th e first th ing Conrad did after 
taxiing h is little plane across th e 
expanse of runway was ask for a 


drink of water. “Oh , boy, th is is 
good,” h e said, taking a long gulp. 
Th en h e ducked into a tele­ 
ph one booth and broke th e news of 
h is arrival to h is daugh ter, Molly, 
21, at th e family borne in San 
Francisco. He also h as six oth er 
daugh ters, th ree sons and two 
grandch ildren. 
Conrad, wh o made th e fligh t as 
a promotion stunt for th e plane’s 
manufacturer, said th e most dan­ 
gerous moment was takeoff. 
“Th e plane was loaded with 500 
gallons of gas,” h e said. “I got 
it off after 4,500 feet of runway, 
and still h ad about 1,000 feet to 
spare. (A normally loaded plane 
of th is type—th e Piper Comanch e- 
takes less th an 1,000 feet to take 
off.) 
He h ad originally set El Paso 
for h is goal. But h e continued on, 
far exceeding th e 6,856-mile old 
record th at W. L. (Pat) Boling set 
from Manila to Pendleton, Ore., 
in 19 58. 
Conrad was a band leader be­ 
fore h e learned to fly at Denver 
in 19 27. He is also a song writer 
and 
frequently 
composes 
wh ile 
ferrying planes about th e woAd. 
“But I didn’t compose any song 
on th is fligh t. I usually wh istle out 
th e tune, but th is time th at darn 
tea left me too th irsty to pucker.” 


GENEVA (AP)—Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko report­ 
edly h as h inted in secret talks th at 
th e Soviet Union may be willing 
to concede th e righ ts of th e West­ 
ern allies to maintain th eir mili­ 
tary garrisons in West Berlin in­ 
definitely. 
Th is is said to be one reason 
wh y U.S. Secretary of State Ch ris­ 
tian A. Herter and oth er top Al­ 
lied diplomats persist in th inking 
th e Big Four conference may yet 
produce an East-West agreement 
on Berlin leading to a summit 
meeting. 
Th e unguarded, underlying opti­ 
mism apparently was not sh aken 
by Gromyko’s flat refusal Th urs­ 
day to begin detailed negotiations 
to insure th e free flow of Western 
traffic between West Berlin and 
West Germany. 
Th e Western ministers asked for 
a guarantee of free access to West 
Berlin as a test of Soviet willing­ 
ness to reach a compromise agree­ 
ment in th e Berlin crisis. 
Gromyko said h e would give th e 
requested assurance if th e West 
agreed to convert West Berlin into 
a demilitarized free city — a pro­ 
posal th e Western Allies h ave re­ 
jected because 
it would leave 
West BcrKn defenseless. 
Th e foreign ministers interrupt­ 
ed th eir informal private negotia­ 
tions today fw* anoth er of th e for­ 
mal, speech making sessions wh ich 
h ave served mainly as propagan­ 
da forums. 
Gromyko requested th e formal 
meeting. Western diplomats spec­ 
ulated th at h e was marking time, 
waiting for instructions from So­ 
viet Prem ier Nikita Kh rush ch ev 
on wh at if any concessions to 
make to th e West.

1 and repeals th e present 14 per 
cent utility tax. 


NEW YORK (A P)-T h e execu­ 
tive board of th e United Steel­ 
workers of America says th e pol­ 
icy of th e union is to be “flexible 
and reasonable” in contract nego­ 
tiations in th e basic steel industry. 
Th e union’s goal is a “fair, 
equitable 
and 
h onorable 
settle­ 
ment” before th e industry con­ 
tract expires June 30, th e 33-mem­ 
ber board declares. 
Th e union’s position was stated 
in 
a resolution 
adopted unani 
mously at a special meeting of th e 
board Th ursday. 
“Th ere is still time to negotiate 
a fair settlement,” a union state­ 
ment said. 
Negotiations are continuing h ere. 
Failure to agree on a new con­ 
tract by th e June 30 deadline 
would almost certainly bring a 
strike by 500,000 union members. 
Industry leaders said privately 
th at th e union’s emph asis on rea­ 
sonableness was at odds with its 
demands, 
wh ich th ey c a l l e d 
“Astronomic.” 
R. Conrad Cooper, ch ief indus­ 
try negotiator and executive vice 
president 
of th e United States 
Steel Corp., issued a statement 
denying th at th e companies migh t 
make a last-minute pay increase 
offer to prevent a strike. 
Th e industry h as been calling 
fpr a one-year freeze on wages 
and employe benefits as a sjep 
toward preventing an inflationary 
spiral. 
Th e union h as been demanding 
a substantial pay increase, wh ich 
h as not been specified, publicly at 
least. It also seeks a cut in th e 
40-h our work week and oth er bene­ 
fits.

Th e th eory th at Premier Kh rush ch ev was 
so anx ious to h ave a summit meeting with 
President Eisenh ower th at h e would let Andrei 
Gromy ko make some important concession 
to get it is dy ing on th e vine. Th ere is still 
time for a concession, but it is not clear 
wh at th e Soviet premier could get from a 
summit meeting with th e American presi­ 
dent th at h e will not be able to get with out 
one. 
He h as 
ach ieved 
all 
th e 
international 
prestige th at could be h oped for by h aving 
it known in every part of th e world th at th e 
major nations of th e world are looking to 
h im for some cue about th eir nex t move. 
He h as advertised in every capital on 
earth th at th e No, 1 man in th e Soviet 
Union is credited by h is corresponding num­ 
bers in oth er governments with th e power of 
war and peace, wh ich means in th ese th er­ 
monuclear day s th e power of life and death . 
He h as demonstrated bey ond any sh adow 


of doubt to th e people of Russia and th e 
governments dependent on Russia for sur­ 
vival th at h e, Nikita Kh rush ch ev, is in every 
way th e equal of h is famed predecessor, Jo­ 
seph Stalin. 
It may well be th at someth ing will h appen 
at Geneva to send every body h ome in a 
gala mood of relief because of th e h appy 
outcome of wh at h ad turned into a frustrat­ 
ing meeting. 
It migh t even turn out th at Gromy ko, fam­ 
ed for h is dour appearance and manner, 
h as been carry ing on a masquerade all th is 
time and th ere will be a h appy climax , with 
singing and dancing. 
But no one ex pects it, because th e con­ 
ference at Geneva h as made it plainer th an 
it was before th at th e Soviet Union knows 
h ow to use a conference to deepen th e im­ 
pression th at it h as won and knows h ow 
to h old th e initiative in international relations. 
It is willing to talk and even to be magnani­ 
mous about forgetting th e deadlines it h as 
set. But it is not willing to make conces­ 
sions—and th at may be wh at it was mainly 
interested in demonstrating. 


Four Of Our Mice Are Missing 


Th e Air Force’s bad luck in putting mice 
into orbit ami bringing th em back alive is 
no joking m atter, least of all for th e earnest 
y oung men wh o are watch ing every detail 
of th ese early ex periments in space ex plora­ 
tion. Two y ears from now. th ey will be th e 
"m ice.” 
But th e four black mice th at disappeared 
my steriously after Wednesday ’s launch ing, 
along with th e missile th at was supposed to 
bear th em aloft, are at least bemusing, if 
not actually amusing. 
No one ever can know wh at h appened to 
th em. Th e unsuccessful outcome of th e ex ­ 
periment in wh ich th ey involved is a matter 
for educated conjecture. But th e official con­ 
jecture th at th e missile and th e mice burned 
up before th ey could be located in outer space 
does not bar an unofficial conjecture th at 
th ey may be safe and sound somewh ere—th e 
first earth beings to reach outer space. 
At th is very instant, th e indefatigable bu­ 
reaucrats wh o presumably win be found eve­ 
ry wh ere in th e universe may be interviewing 


th ese earth lings and try ing to interpret every 
squeak and nuance. 
Th at recovery capsule wh ich was supposed 
to plummet back to earth may h ave been 
recovered, instead, by th e crew of a fly ing 
saucer cruising in outer space. It may be 
undergoing analy sis in scientific laboratories, 
to determine its composition and th e logic 
of its strange design. 
But it’s th e beh avior of th e passengers th at 
is of immediate concern. As th e first emissar­ 
ies in space from th e earth , th ey h ave a 
great responsibility . Generalizations will be 
built on th e way th ey h old th eir h eads and 
wiggle th eir tails. Th ere is no way to be 
sure th eir h osts ‘‘out in th e great bey ond” 
will understand th at th ey are of a lower 
ortjer — little more th an vermin. 
Th ere’s alway s th e possibility th at th eir 
h osts migh t be little more th an vermin, th em­ 
selves — spatial supermice th at would greet 
four earth ling mice like long lost relatives 
and jump to th e conclusion th at mice are th e 
cream of th e earth ling crop.

NATO IS an organization ' ' gov­ 
ernments wh ose ambassadors are 
specially appointed to sit in Paris 
and discuss diplomatic affairs of 
a common interest. 
On th e diplomatic side, th e Unit­ 
ed States is represented by a spec­ 
ial 
ambassador, 
W. 
Randolph 
Burgess, an able businessman of 
broad ex perience. His y ears in th e 
Federal Reserve Sy stem and lat­ 
er as vice ch airman of th e Na­ 
tional City Bank of New 
York 
h ave brough t to th e council table 
a background of econcMtiic ex peri­ 
ence wh ich is of great value in 
understanding today ’s problems of 
Europe — for nowaday s political 
and economic questions are inter­ 
twined.

WASHINGTON 
President Eisenh ower and Pre­ 
mier Nikita Kh rush ch ev are talk­ 
ing to each oth er with th eir elj;)Ows. 
Now, after month s of nudging 
and little progress, each man can 
say : Get y our elbow out of my 
ey e. 
Th e Soviet premier started it 
with h is th reat last November th at 
th e West pull its troops out of 
Berlin—or else. 
Wh y h ad h e created th is crisis? 
For various reasons, may be. 
Th e West th ough t th is was one 
(rf th em: To jimmy h is way into 
a summit meeting with Eisenh ow­ 
er, wh ich h e h ad long wanted. 
Kh rush ch ev made it plain th at 
was in h is mind. 
He said th e only way to settle 
th e Berlin and oth er issues Was 
at a meeting of th e top men. 
At first th e West suggested — 
with out strings—th at th e Western 
and Soviet foreign ministers meet 
to discuss Berlin and oth er Ger­ 
man problems. 
Eisenh ower followed th is up fast 
with a deliberate nudge to Kh rush ­ 
ch ev. He said th ere would be no 
use in a summit meeting unless: 
1. Th ere was some previous ne­ 
gotiation (meaning a foreign min­ 
isters meeting). 
2. And—th is h as a big string at­ 
tach ed—unless th e foreign minis­ 
ters sh owed progress. 
For th em to sh ow progress — 
from 
th e Western viewpoint — 
meant th e Soviets would h ave to 
make concessions. 
Th is could be interpreted as th e 
stick and carrot tech nique used 
on a donkey . Kh rush ch ev, wh o 
doesn’t consider h is ears long at 
all neverth eless agreed to a for­ 
eign ministers meeting at Geneva. 
Th at meeting, wh ich started al­ 
most a month ago, h as sh own no 
results. 
But Eisenh ower, h aving won h is 
point on th e foreign ministers con­ 
ference, continued to insist th ere 
could be no summit meeting un­ 
less th e ministers made progress 
(wh ich would require Soviet con­ 
cessions). 
May be Kh rush ch ev got fed up 
on th e repetition. Or may be th e 
doesn’t like carrots. At any rate, 
h e nudged Eisenh ower back by an­ 
nouncing th ere was no reason wh y 
th e Soviet Union sh ould make any 
concessions. 
He said may be th is was not th e 
righ t time for a summit meeting 
after all, and h e could wait for 
th e righ t time. 
Still, Eisenh ower went back to 
h is old th eme at h is news confer­ 
ence th is week, say ing: Th ere, h as 
not been any “detectable prog­ 
ress” th at would “justify th e h old­ 
ing of a summit meeting.” 
But Eisenh ower does not h ave 
unanimous American support for 
h is position. 
Sen. J. William Fulbrigh t th is 
week questioned Eisenh ower s wis­ 


dom in using progress at Geneva 
as a reason for meeting ^h rush - 
ch ev or th e lack of it as a reason 
for not meeting h im. 
Th e Arkansas democrat, ch air­ 
man of th e Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, took th is stand: 
“If a summit conference doesn’t 
h old some prospect of benefit to 
th e Western world, I wouldn’t go. 
I th ink it is possible and logical 
to argue th at th e complete lack of 
accomplish ment 
at

ministers level migh t justify a 
summit meeting.”

him for some cue about their next move. 
He has advertised in every capital on 
earth that the No. I man in the Soviet 
Union is credited by his corresponding num­ 
bers in other governments with the power of 
war and peace, which means in these ther­ 
monuclear days the power of life and death. 
He has demonstrated beyond any shadow 


of doubt to the people of Russia and the 
governments dependent on Russia for sur­ 
vival that he, Nikita Khrushchev, is in every 
way the equal of his famed predecessor. Jo­ 
seph Stalin. 
It may well be that something will happen 
at Geneva to send everybody home in a 
gala mood of relief because of the happy 
outcome of what had turned into a frustrat­ 
ing meeting. 
It might even turn out that Gromyko, fam­ 
ed for his dour appearance and manner, 
has been carrying on a masquerade all this 
time and there will be a happy climax, with 
singing and dancing. 
But no one expects it, because the con­ 
ference at Geneva has made it plainer than 
it was before that the Soviet Union knows 
how to use a conference to deepen the im­ 
pression that it has won and knows how 
to hold the initiative in international relations. 
It is willing to talk and even to be magnani­ 
mous about forgetting the deadlines it has 
set. But it is not willing to make conces- 
sions-^and that may be what it was mainly 
interested in demonstrating. 


Four Of Our Mice Are Missing 


The Air Force's bad luck in putting mice 
into orbit and bringing them back alive is 
no joking m atter, least of all for the earnest 
young men who are watching every detail 
of these early experiments in space explora­ 
tion. Two years from now. they will be the 
"m ice.” 
But the four black mice that disappeared 
mysteriously after Wednesday's launching, 
along with the missile that was supposed to 
bear them aloft, are at least bemusing, if 
not actually amusing. 
No one ever can know what happened to 
them. The unsuccessful outcome of the ex­ 
periment in which they involved is a m atter 
for educated conjecture. But the official con­ 
jecture that the missile and the mice burned 
up before they could be located in outer space 
does not bar an unofficial conjecture that 
they may be safe and sound somewhere—the 
first earth beings to reach outer space. 
At this very instant, the indefatigable bu­ 
reaucrats who presumably will be found eve­ 
rywhere in the universe may be interviewing 


these earthlings and trying to interpret every 
squeak and nuance. 
That recovery capsule which was supposed 
to plummet back to earth may have been 
recovered, instead, by the crew of a flying 
saucer cruising in outer space. It may be 
undergoing analysis in scientific laboratories. 
to determine its composition and the logic 
of its strange design. 
But it’s the behavior of the passengers that 
is of immediate concern. As the first em issar­ 
ies in space from the earth, they have a 
great responsibility. Generalizations will be 
built on the way they hold their heads and 
wiggle their tails. There is no way to be 
sure their hosts "out in the great beyond’’ 
will understand that they are of a lower 
order — little more than vermin. 
There s always the possibility that their 
hosts might be little more than vermin, them ­ 
selves — spatial supermice that would greet 
four earthling mice like long lost relatives 
and jump to the conclusion that mice are the 
cream of the earthling crop.

thorities. it is reported. John Lewis 
moved to keep his union clean of 
the mob and those who refuse to 
cooperate with him. 
As usual. John L., hurler of Jovi­ 
an insults in public duels with men 
his own size, moved without fan­ 
fare inside his own union. But in 
public last Sunday, he refused to 
discuss the infiltration of thugs and 
mobsters into the labor movement.

and

774,000, 8,251.000 and 7,795,500. 


However, varying dates of cen­ 
sus taking, heavy movements of 
people, explosive birthrates 
and 
differing concepts of metropolitan 
limits make it almost impossible 
nowadays to compare accurately 
the populations of the great cit­ 
ies. 


Size notwithstanding. Tokyo has 
the dubious honor of being the 
world’s 
most congested 
capital. 
It lacks the open spaces of com­ 
parable cities. Many streets are 
narrow and winding. And the city 
is growing at a rate of 300.000 
a year.

It reaches, on one side, all 
the w-ay up to Britain and Nor­ 
way. On the other side, it extends 
to Turkey, Greece. Italy, the west 
of Germany and France. In 
the 
M editerranean there are some big 
dots that represent small specks 
on the vast sea but there one sees 
the 
submarines 
of 
the 
future, 
armed with missiles that can trav­ 
el 1.500 miles or more into the 
territory of a possible enemy in 
the north. 


THE 
EXPLANATION that ac­ 
companied the map r well under­ 
stood in military circles but the 
people generally 
do 
not 
realize 
that NATO is tied into air bases 
in Spain, North Africa and strate­ 
gic areas in other lands and wat­ 
ers adjacent to Europe. 
How. it might 
be 
asked, 
can 
anyone get any satisfaction out of 
looking at a military map that 
means war? 
This map somehow doesn’t mean 
war. It gives assurance that an 
enemy could be deterred and war 
prevented. 
Twice in his lifetime, this cor­ 
respondent has surveyed the terri­ 
ble destruction of two world wars. 
Nobody in his right mind could 
ever v. ant to 
see 
war 
imposed 
again upon the men, women, and 
children of Europe. 
There is one difference now as 
compared with the past. Whatever 
war comes will not be confined to 
other continents. The destruction 
would reach into the United States 
itself. Hew much would anyone 
pay to keep a war out of Ameri­ 
ca? It is worth almost any cost. 


That’s why 42 billions is a small 
sum. 
relatively speaking, to be 
spending annually for insurance. 
The money must, of course, be 
properly spent and not wasted and, 
in general, 
the 
arm am ent that 
America, along with its allies, has 
developed is effective and is effi­ 
ciently distributed. 


THE UNITED STATES howev­ 
er, has developed not only wea­ 
pons but able mer. to lead us in 
the foreign field. One of them is 
Gen. Lauris Norstad. the supreme 
commander of Allied Forces in Eu­ 
rope. He is a dynamic individual, 
young, energetic m d competent in 
every sense B it he has an even 
greater asset. He knows how 
to 
mingle with military officers 
of 
other countries as well as with 
their diplomats. 
He is humble and even deferen­ 
tial in the presence of the mili­ 
tary men of other countries. He 
makes them feel that they are 
really members of a team. Above 
all else. Gen. Norstad has a pene­ 
trating grasp of the military prob­ 
lems of Europe. He is not swayed 
by the talk of “ disengagement" 
or "disarm am ent ” 
He believes in the objects of the 
ho r — to get an assurance of 
peace — but he insists on safe­ 
guards and they must be effective 
safeguards. 
NATO is more than a m ilitary 
organization. It is more than 
a 
m ere alliance for war. It has m a­ 
ny branches and divisions that are 
slowly being welded together into 
one of the most effective interna­ 
tional organization! yet created. 


NATO IS an organization * * gov­ 
ernments whose ambassadors are 
specially appointed to sit in Paris 
and discuss diplomatic affairs of 
a common interest. 
On the diplomatic side. the Unit­ 
ed States is represented by a spec­ 
ial 
ambassador, 
W. 
Randolph 
Burgess, an able businessman of 
broad experience. His years in the 
Federal Reserve System and lat­ 
er as vice chairman of the Na­ 
tional City Bank 
of 
New 
York 
have brought to the council table 
a background of economic experi­ 
ence which is of great value in 
understanding today’s problems of 
Europe — for nowaday* political 
and economic questions are inter­ 
twined. 
London is getting ready to wel­ 
come on Saturday delegations from 
14 of the countries in the alliance 
as the loth anniversary of NATO 
is celebrated.

Conversation Piece

WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower and Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev are talk­ 
ing to each other with their elbows. 
Now. after months of nudging 
and little progress, each man can 
say: Get your elbow out of my 
eye. 


The Soviet premier started it 
with his threat last November that 
the West pull its troops out of 
Berlin—or else. 
Why had he created this crisis9 
For various reasons, maybe. 
The West thought this was one 
of them: To jimmy his way into 
a summit meeting with Eisenhow­ 
er, which he had long wanted 
Khrushchev made it plain that 
was in his mind. 
He said the only way to settle 
the Berlin and other issues was 
at a meeting of the top men. 
At first the West suggested — 
without strings—that the Western 
and Soviet foreign ministers meet 
to discuss Berlin and other Ger­ 
man problems. 
Eisenhower followed this up fast 
with a deliberate nudge to Khrush­ 
chev. He said there would be no 
use in a summit meeting unless: 
1. There was some previous ne­ 
gotiation (meaning a foreign min­ 
isters meeting). 
2. And—this has a big string at­ 
tached—unless the foreign minis­ 
ters showed progress. 
For them to show progress — 
from 
the 
Western 
viewpoint — 
meant the Soviets would have to 
make concessions. 
This could be interpreted as the 
stick and carrot technique used 
on a donkey. 
Khrushchev, who 
doesn't consider his ears long at 
all nevertheless agreed to a for­ 
eign ministers meeting at Geneva. 
That meeting, which started al­ 
most a month ago, has shown no 
results. 
But Eisenhower, having won his 
point on the foreign ministers con­ 
ference, continued to insist there 
could be no summit meeting un­ 
less the ministers made progress 
(which would require Soviet con­ 
cessions). 
Maybe Khrushchev got fed up 
on the repetition. Or maybe the 
doesn't like carrots.

J. William Fulbright this 
week questioned Eisenhower's wis­ 


dom in using progress at Geneva 
as a reason for meeting k h ru sh ­ 
chev or the lack of it as a reason 
for not meeting him.

“ If a summit conference doesn’t 
hold some prospect of benefit to 
the Western world, I wouldn’t go.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua CAP' - 
President Luis Somoza claimed 
Thursday night that the threat to 
his regime from invading rebels 
and a general strike is “about 
over.** 
The 37 - year - old dictator said 
again that his 2.000-man army has 
the situation under control. 
He told a news conference for 
foreign correspondents that the de­

American States (OAS' to investi­ 
gate the situation in Nicaragua 
guarantees peace. 
Somoza 
had appealed to the 
OAS for hemispheric aid. but the 
organization’s council voted 17-2 in 
Washington Thursday to empower 
a committee only to collect infor­ 
mation. Council members stressed 
that they did not want to intervene 
if the rebellion is a purely inter­ 
nal affair, as Cuba’s representa­ 
tive claimed. 
“Crazy adventurers” was Somo- 
za’s term for the two planeloads 
of Nicaraguan exiles and others 
who landed from Costa Rica last 
weekend in an attempt to launch 
an uprising against his regime. He 
said the rebels “are running so 
fast we cannot catch them.” 
(In San Jose, Costa Rica, the 
Nicaraguan rebels issued a com­ 
munique claiming that the rebel 
forces were being joined by volun­ 
teer insurgents.

West Virginia s

CHARLESTON

a1 101 permits for new coal open­ 
ings in May have boosted t h e 
total for 1959’s first five months 
to 445, Director Crawford L. Wil­ 
son reported.

I recently saw a few of my 
father’s old motion picture shorts, 
in preparation for a showing of 
them next Sunday, and it was a 
strange and rewarding experience. 
Most of these pictures are about 
17 years old, and yet it was some­ 
how like seeing a friend whom you 
would swear you had seen only last 
week. 
Two things impressed me about 
them (he made more than 50, of 
which I originally saw only about 
one-third, so I was seeing some for 
the first time), end one was that 
they were, all of them, deceptively 
simple. 
A single idea s e r ve d as the 
threat on which the eight or nine 
minutes of action was hung, and 
that idea could be anything from 
the question of physical fitn^s to 
the menace of inanimate objects. 


ALL THE IDEAS were drai^ 
from the general problems of IMe 
17 or more years ago, and it is, 
I suppose, of some comfort to know 
that those problems, at l e a s t , 
haven’t changed in the intervening 
time. 
As a matter of fact, a good 
number of the shorts were based 
on ideas taken from his books, 
which in turn were collections of 
articles he had written for news­ 
papers and magazines, so it is 
possible that some of the shorts 
stem from ideas ttiat first saw the 
light of print in 1917. 


THE OTHER THING that im­ 
pressed me was the lack of gags. 
There was not a great deal of out­ 
right laughter from those of us 
who were watching, but everybody 
was smiling all the time — or 
chuckling, if you prefer the more 
repulsive word. 
As far as I am concerned, eight 
minutes of chuckles are worth 
more than a half hour of yoks, 
but I began to wonder how, under 
the present conditions of humor on 
television, these shorts could find 
a sponsor, or even air-time, if 
they were to be presented as new. 
New shows today have to be so 
heavily rewritten, and so carefully 
researched, and so theoretically 
foolproof audience-reactionwise (or 
reaction-proof audience fool-wise) 
that something as fragile and gen­ 
tle as these wouldn’t even survive 
the initial countdown of the think- 
ing-off-the-top-of-the-head stage. 
In the first place, somebody 
would be bound to demand dubbed 
laughter in 
where there couldn’t 
possible be any, it -ould be like 
the man who laughs so hard at 
his own joke that he barely can 
get to the punch line, and when he 
does he finds he’s forgotten it. 


ANOTHER THING that’s very 
important these days is format. 
Not only must the pilot film be 
burnished to fit the predetermined

A. The era of letting babies “ cry 
it out” is over, states a bulletin 
from the Minnesota Medical As­ 
sociation. Young babies should 
be accepted as human beings with 
justifiable demands and unques­ 
tionable needs to be met. A 
good many parents fear that at­ 
tentions given a crying child may 
“ spoil” him. This does not seem 
to be so. Quoting from the bul­ 
letin, “ The baby whose physical 
needs have been supplied, who 
has received adequate mothering 
and love actually requires less 
and less of such attenuon as he 
grows older,**

• Crybabies 
• Pregnancy Toxemia 


Q. J* it harmful to let a baby 
“cry it out” ? 
A. The era of letting babies “cry 
it out” is over, states a bulletin 
from the Minnesota Medical As­ 
sociation. Young babies should 
be accepted as human beings with 
justifiable demands and unques­ 
tionable needs to be met. A 
good many parents fear that at­ 
tentions given a crying child may 
’“spoil” him. This does not seem 
to be so. Quoting from the bul­ 
letin, “The baby whose physical 
needs have been supplied, who 
has received adequate mothering 
and love actually requires Jess 
and less of such attention as he 
grows older.’* 


Q. “Would you pirate discuss 
toxemia 
of 
pregnancy ?y* — 
Mrs. S. 
A. Pregnancy “toxemia” is usu­ 
ally said to be present when the 
expectant mother develops high 
blood pressure, with tissue swell­ 
ing and perhaps albumin in the 
urine. If the condition is un­ 
checked there may be convulsions 
and other developments which 
threaten the life of the mother. 
The exact cause of pregnancy 
toxemia isn’t known but doctors 
now have drugs with which to 
control the high blood pressure.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Over 
protests of pickets outside, dele­ 
gates to the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs Thursday night 
heard talks by leaders of both la­ 
bor and management.

“ As we face these people in the 
world, we need to get our creden­ 
tials in order.

Our men were mostly y oung ­ 
sters and old men who had held 
staff jobs in Berlin.

We were not at all surp rised | 
that the Allies struck at Cher­ 
bourg . 'fhe coastal area of Nor­ 
mandy was the most vulnerable; 
reg ion in the Atlantic Wall whose j 
defenses had been p lanned by 
Field Marshals Rommel and Von 
Rundstedt. 
Our main forces lay 60 miles 
from the coast and we had to 
rush men to the beaches to com­ 
bat the Americans, British and 
Canadians who stormed ashore. 
From the first it was clear that 
the Allies had air sup eriority , 
more than the Russians had man­ 
ag ed in the East. And the naval 
artillery on the Allied ship s had 
g reater rang e than our big g uns. 
They could hit us while our shells 
lell far short. 
Never during the war, including ' 
the dismal day s in Russia, did I 
find the morale of our troop s as, 
low as it was in the first day s of; 
the Allied invasion. 
I remember talking to our staff | 
chief in those first invasion day s’ 
and hearing him say with a de­ 
featist g rin: “Let’s take a Messer-1 
schmitt and g o off to Sp ain.” 
On July 20, 1944, the p lot to as­ 
sassinate Hitler took p lace and 
failed. Word g ot around fast and 
we felt then that the war would 
last until we were driven back into 
Germany . 
We foug ht hard, thoug h it is dif­ 
ficult now to ex p lain why . We fell 
back slowly before the advancing 
American and British tanks. 
On Aug . 11 we underwent a p ar­ 
ticularly severe attack. Most of i 
the men of Unit 1154 were killed 
or taken p risoner. I was hit in the 
side by a tank machineg unner and 
removed to a hosp ital in Holland.

When the Allies moved into Hol­ 
land I was shipped back to Ger­ 
many and eventually found myself!

picked up the receiver. He list­ 
ened for a while, then turned to 
us and said, “They have landed.” 
That was D-Day, 15 years ago 
I 
was 
a 
lieutenant stationed 
with a German army mobile artil­ 
lery unit at Avranches, 60 miles 
from the main Allied beachhead 
at Cherbourg.on the Normandy 
coast of France. 
I didn’t see what happened at 
Cherbourg that morning, for we 
were marshaling the curious mix­ 
ture of youthful veterans of the 
Russian front and the kids and 
old men hastily recruited for the 
defense V the Atlantic Wall. 
We marched for two days until 
we reached the Orne River near 
Caen and there we ran into the 
powerful barrages of the Allied 
naval vessels that lay offshore. 
We were an exhausted, defeated 
bunch, the men of Artillery Unit 
1154. We knew we had lost the 
war, but there wa. nothing to do 
but fight it out. To us it did not 
appear honorable to surrender. 
Ifs difficult to remember what 
I thought and felt then. I was 
tired, worn out from four years 
in Russia and from trying to train 
our 
inexperienced 
replacements. 
From the middle of May I had 
been adjutant to the commander 
of 
Artillery 
Unit 
1154 
in 
Av- 
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ranches. I was moved there with 
our other officers from the East­ 
ern front. 
Our men were mostly young­ 
sters and old men who had held 
staff jobs in Berlin. They were 
inexperienced and unable to cope 
with the superior weapons and 
manpower of Hie enemy. 
We were not at all surprised 
that the Allies struck at Cher­ 
bourg. The coastal area of Nor­ 
mandy was the most vulnerable 
region in the Atlantic Wall whose 
defenses had been 
planned 
by 
Field Marshals Rommel and Von 
Rundstedt. 
Our main forces lay 60 miles 
from the coast and we had to 
rush men to the beaches to com­ 
bat the Americans, British and 
Canadians who stormed ashore. 
From the first it was clear that 
the Allies had 
air 
superiority, 
more than the Russians had man­ 
aged in the East. And the naval 
artillery on the Allied ships had 
greater range than our big guns. 
They could hit us while our shells 
tell far short. 
Never during the war, including 
the dismal days in Russia, did I 
find the morale of our troops as 
low as it was in the first days of 
the Allied invasion. 
I remember talking to our staff 
chief in those first invasion days 
and hearing him say with a de­ 
featist grin: “Let’s take a Messer- 
schmitt and go off to Spain.” 
On July 20, 1944, the plot to as­ 
sassinate Hitler took place and 
failed. Word got around fast and 
we felt then that the war would 
last until we were driven back into 
Germany. 
We fought hard, though it is dif­ 
ficult now to explain why. We fell 
back slowly before the advancing 
American and British tanks. 
On Aug. ll we underwent a par­ 
ticularly severe attack. Most of | 
the men of Unit 1154 were killed 
or taken prisoner. I was hit in the 
side by a tank machinegunner and 
removed to a hospital in Holland.
